In. the Juntture of this Expoxtation, 
this foreign Country, cal'd Scotland, by the 
interyveging Accident of the Union, becomes 
the ſame Home-Country. with England, and 
is now become. but one, Brituing dy which 
Qoioo, and a Capitul:tion for a free Inter- 
courſe of Commerce, the Tybbacco tn ex- 
ported is really at Home again, that is, free 
to be carry'd from Place tu Piace thi oughe 
out Britain, without Tatercupiion, without 
Paymeit or Demand.

perty of Stots Men therefore cannot be con- 
cern'd in this, ſince, what is expended in 
Scotl.n4, can by no means be Part of the 
Fraud, *tis only what is ſent back again into

This Fraud h1s two other Miſchiefs in it, 
Firſt, 'f it mutt be expended in Scotland,

have them 3 but when, Gentlemen, you of 
the S-uth come in'with your Cuftom-houſe 
Frauds, and the Leger-de-main of Trade, 
when you put the Dice upon your Neigh- 
hours, and cheat the QUEEN unter their 
Names, do not he angry, if I tell you plain- 
ly, the Cheat is all your own, and they have 
no band it, and do not blame them, if they 
diſown it, aed you in ity if they inſiſt upon 
the lnion being conſtrued to proteFt you, 
and fairly quit you'to the common Juftice 
of che Law ;, indeed, ingeed, you can ex- 
pe no other.
